But this antient Chronology is all ‘contradiét- 
ed by one;’ George Herwart, who affirms that the 
AGyrita eageate begun only with Phal Beloch, who was 
the Belus of the Greeks ; as Nimuswas the Tiglab-pbul- 
Affur of the Scripture, and that the Befhazear in Daniel 
was the Belas Affur, or Affyrian elefit, who had the 
Government of Syria and Affyria, inthe:time of Cyrus 
the younger, or a little berore; which Chronologift 
alfo fays, that'the Temple of Selas which was ar Babys 
lon, was ruined by this fame Cyras, and that it was he 
and not the ficft Cyrus which the Prophet Danic! (peaks 
of. Healfo fays that the fourth King fpoken of in 
Daniel 11. 22 Was Darius Codoman, the fourth 
after Darius the Baflard, who made War again Aex- 
ander King of Greece. We incline to the firft account, 


but leave our'rgaders to determific as they pleat.

25. And inthe morning when be faw it was Leah, he 
fuid to Laban, wha baft thou done, did | not ferve with 
thee for Rachel ? ree 

27. Fulfil ber week, and we will give thee this alfo, 
for the fervice which thou foslt ferve with me yet feven 
other years. 

Anfm. He was fo far from ferving fourteen, that he 
did not ferve the firft feven years before he marryed 
her, but afterwards: from thence it is faid, that they 
feem'd to bim but few days ; whereas the time woud 
rather have feemed long, had he not been married to 
her, for as Solomon fays, bope deferred makes the beart 
fick. Inthe 21 verfe, where he fays to Laban give me 
my wife, for my days are fulfilled, by thefe words he 
meant it was time he was marryed, he was now at 
leat (eventy fix years old: And Efau who was of the 
fame age had been marryed about thirty fix years, for 
he was but about forty years old when he marryed, 
Gen. 26. 34. It is not improbable but that Facob may 
in thefe words alfo refer to the months tryal, mention- 
ed verfe 14. It’s certain they cant be meant of his 
feven years fervice, which will appear evident to any 
one who coniiders thefe two or three tollowing reafons 
againft it. Firft, it muft ther be fuppofed that Facob 
had twelve children in the {pace of teven years, Gea, 
20. 25, 31) 41> Which is by no means allowable. For 
Leab had feven at feven feveral births, which might 
well take up leven years. Befides, ‘tis certain fhe in- 
termitted bearing fome time. Gem. 29. 35+ and Gen. 

>, 197. And in the mean while we have an account of 
che birth of Dan and Napbtah, Gad and Afber, before 
Leah bore I[fachar, Zebulun and Dinah. Gen. 30. Second- 
iy, this opinion wou'dfuppole Reuben to have been but 
four years old at moft, when he brought the Mandrakes 
tohis mother. For afterthis his mother not being 
then with child, bore three children at three feveral 
births. And ‘tis likely enough that Fofeph was born 
after this, Gen. 30.22. This opinion 1s contradiéed 
by ¥acebs age, who was when he went to Labaa.about 
feventy fix years old, and the birth of Hezron and Ha- 
mul, Ch. 46. 12+ Alfo forbid us to receive if, according 
to which Fudab coud not be above three or four years 
older then Jojeph, confequently not above forty three, 
or forty four years old, when he with his grand chil- 
dren went into Egypt, Fofeph being then at moft but 
forty years old, Gen. 41-4€. To reconcile all which, 
it muft be fuppofed (by thofe who hold this opinion) 
that Fudah marryed at twelve, and had Er when he 
was thirteen years old; that Er marryed at twelve, 
and Onan at the fameage. Tamar ftay'd.for hela after 
the days mere multiplyed and Judabs wife dyed. Gen. 38, 
12, And then fhe bore Pharez to Fudab: We'll allow 
but three years for this, and then fuppofing Phsrez to 
marry at twelve years old, and that he had Hegron and 
Hamu! (taking them for twins) at the age of thirteen, 
and that they went into Egypt at one year old, all 
this amounts but to fortythree years. Thefe things 
confidered will we think jaftly overthrow that opinion, 
that Jacob ferved {even years before he marryed Leah. 
His words are, only that I may goin, Ge. And not 
take her away, for that he cou‘d not juftly do till he 
had ferved feven years. Inthe 25 verie, thefe words, 
did not I ferve thee, muft be underftood as if he had 
faid, not only Covenant to ferve thee, but aétually 
ferved thee, and gave thee a proof of my indaftry for 
a month, (as in verfe 14.) And by the 27 verie ‘tis ve- 
ry plain that he had Rachel immediately after Leah, for 
Laban only requires him to fulfill her (Leabs) week ; 
that is keep the folemnity of feven. days feafting,
